WILD CONTEST WITH WIND 


Lands on Tree Tops and Is Pierced 
Through and Through With 
Forest Limbs. 


Dusseldorf, Germany, 
June 
28.— 
Count Zeppelin’s 
passenger 
airship 
^Deutschland, the highest developed of 
the aeronaut’s models, lies tonight on 
top of the Touterburgian forest, pierc­ 
ed with pine tree stems, a mass of 
deflated silk and twisted aluminum. 
The thirty-three persons aboard, aft­ 
er a wild contest with a storm, aft- 
caped 
uninjured, climbing down 
a 
rope ladder from the wreck on the 
pine tops. 
Sailed at 8:30 Tuesday. 
'Herr Colesmann, general manager 
of the new airship company ;Chief 
Engineer Duerr of the Zeppelin com­ 
pany and Capt. Kennenberg, who per­ 
sonally had charge of the crew of 
ten, and twenty newspaper men sail­ 
ed from Dusseldorf at 8:30 o’clock 
thi^ morning for a three hours’ ex­ 
cursion. The objective point was Dort­ 
mund, about thirty-five miles from 
Dusseldorf, but a high head wind 
prevailed and an effort was made to 
reach Munster, a garrison town, so 
that a landing might be made on the 
parade ground by the aid of the sol­ 
diers. It was realized that it would 
require a large number of them to 
hold the vast contrivance of silk and 
metal against the wind. 
Airship Drifted Violently. 
It was dangerous to 
attempt 
a 
landing in an open field because of 
the storm, as the metal was likely 
to pound to pieces. In the high wind 
one of the motors refused to work 
and the other two were not powerful 


in the violent gusts, sometimes lean­ 
ing to an angle of 40 degrees and all 
the while the enginemen were at 
I work repairing the disabled motor. 
When this was done all four screws 
were driven with their full power, 
under which, in normal conditions, the 
airship was capable of attaining a 
speed of forty miles an hour. But the 
helmsman was unable to keep his 
course and the great craft was swung 
at the mercy of the winds. 
Fifty Mile Gale Blowing. 
Colesmann did not dare turn the 
ship around, for fear of overturning, 
and he decided to drift in the gale, 
which was blowing at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour toward Osnebruck 
which also is a garrison station. If 
he missed that he would continue on 
to Sanneu. Suddenly he perceived a 
whirlwind coming, and ascended to a 
height of nearly 4,000 feet to avoid 
the worst of it. With the whirlwind 
came an avalanche of rain. After half 
an hour the Deutschland came down 
to permit of observations, and it was 
seen that the Touterburgian forest 
lay below. The forward motor again 
stopped and Colesmann sent five of 
the correspondents to the aft gondola 
to ballast the craft.

Guthrie, Ok., June 28.—Hearing on 
demurrer filed by Attorney General 
West to Guthrie’s amended petition in 
the capital removal controversy was 
not obtained before the Logan Coun­ 
ty District court today, but was con­ 
tinued until Thursday morning. 
Claude Davenport, Assistant Attor­ 
ney General, appeared before Judge 
Huston stating that the Attorney Gen­ 
eral has been detained in Enid by the 
state’s suit against the Waters-Pierce 
Oil company, which would probably 
keep him all of today and tomorrow 
Judge B. 
F. 
Burwell 
of Oklahoma 
City was here to assist in represent­ 
ing Gov. Haskell and the Oklahoma 
City Chamber of commerce. 
At Oklahoma City news of the con­ 
tinuance wTas not received with mark­ 


ed enthusiasm. During the day there 
was a conference between Gov. Has­ 
kell and Judge Burwell at the form­ 
er’s hotel apartments, following which 
the governor announced that he would 
have nothing to say. It is understood 
however, that the governor may re­ 
lieve the attorney general from furth­ 
er charge of the capital removal liti­ 
gation and take action that will force 
matters to an issue. While not made 
public, this wiil likely be an appli­ 
cation for a writ of prohibition, if 
the attorneys conclude that such is 
the most satisfactory course. 
As stated yesterday in the News, 
there is a feeling in Oklahoma City 
that the attorney general is not get­ 
ting the desired amount of “action.” 
Locally, they regard the capital re- 
mobal case of greater importance to 
the state than is the penalty suit 
against the Waters-Pierce company. 
Those intimately acquainted with the

that his efforts in the capital remov­ 
al litigation are sincere, and had it 
not been for the turn taken in the oil 
company suit at Enid he would have 
appeared in the Guthrie court today. 
Oklahoma City people claim to be in

entertain the capital removal mat­ 
ter since it is pending in the state 
court. Such a ruljng. they say, is in

federal courts and is found laid down 
in the Virginia rate case. 
They defly, however, that the politi­ 


cal phase of the controversy, what­ 
ever it may be, has been presented 
to the federal officials. 
Attorney General W ests office in 
Guthrie was in receipt today of a tel­ 
egram from Acting Attorney General 
Bowers of the Washington Depart­ 
ment saying that the state would be 
granted a hearing if the department 
should contemplate action.

Lands oil Tree Tops nnd Is Pierced 


1'uroutrh nnd Through With 


Forest Limbs. 


Kusseldorf, Germany, 
June

Count Zeppelin's 
passenger 
airship 


^beutschland, the highest developed of 


the aeronaut's models, lies tonight on 
top of the Touterburgian forest, pierc- 
ed with pine tree stems, a mass of 
deflated silk and twisted aluminum. 
The thirty-three persons aboard, aft- 
er a wild contest with a storm, aft- 
caped 
uninjured, climbing down a 


rope ladder from the wreck on the 
pine tops. 


Sailed nt 8:30 Tuesday. 


<Herr Colesmann, general manager 


of the new airship company ;Chief 
Engineer Duerr of the Zeppelin com- 
pany and Capt. Kennenberg, who per- 
sonally had charge of the crew of 
ten, and twenty newspaper men sail- 
ed from Dusseldorf at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning for a three hours' ex- 
cursion. The objective point was Dort- 
mund, about thirty-five miles 
from 


Dusseldorf, but a high head wind 
prevailed and an effort was made to 
reach Munster, a garrison town, so , 
that a landing might be made on the 
paraJe ground by the aid of the sol- | 
dlers. It was realized that it would i 
require a large number of them to 
hold the vast contrivance of silk and 
metal against the wind. 


Airship Drifted Violently. 


It was dangerous to 
attempt 
a 


landing in an open field because of 
the storm, as the metal was likely 
to pound to pieces. In the high wind 
one of the motors refused to work 
and the other two WPVP not powerful 


enough-'to-make any progress in the 
gale. 
The airship drifted, swaying 


in the violent gusts, sometimes lean- 
ing to an angle of 40 degrees and all 
the while the enginemen were at 
work repairing the disabled motor. 
When this was done all four screws 
were driven with their full power, 
under which, in normal conditions, the 
airship was capable of attaining a 
speed of forty miles an hour. -But the 
helmsman was unable to keep his 
course and the great craft was swung 
at the mercy of the winds. 


Fifty Mile Gale 'Blowing. 


Colesmann did not dare turn the 


ship around, for fear of overturning, 
and he decided to drift in the gale, 
which -was blowing at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour toward Osnebruck 
which also is a garrison station. If 
he missed that he would continue on 
to 'Sanneu. Suddenly he perceived a 
whirlwind coming, and ascended to a 
height of nearly 4,000 feet to avoid 
the worst of it. With the whirlwind 
came an avalanche of rain. After half 
an hour the Deutschland came down 
to permit of observations, and it was 
seen that the Touterburgian forest 
ay bel-ow. The forward motor again 
stopped and Colesmann sent five of 
the correspondents to the aft gondola 
to ballast the craft. 


The Deutschland sank rapidly, hav- 


ing lost much gas in the high alti- 
tudes, and drifted along the top of:

Lands oil Tree Tops nnd Is Pierced 


1'uroutrh nnd Through With 


Forest Limbs. 


Kusseldorf, Germany, 
June 
28.— 


Count Zeppelin's 
passenger 
airship 


^beutschland, the highest developed of 


the aeronaut's models, lies tonight on 
top of the Touterburgian forest, pierc- 
ed with pine tree stems, a mass of 
deflated silk and twisted aluminum. 
The thirty-three persons aboard, aft- 
er a wild contest with a storm, aft- 
caped 
uninjured, climbing down a 


rope ladder from the wreck on the 
pine tops. 


Sailed nt 8:30 Tuesday. 


<Herr Colesmann, general manager 


of the new airship company ;Chief 
Engineer Duerr of the Zeppelin com- 
pany and Capt. Kennenberg, who per- 
sonally had charge of the crew of 
ten, and twenty newspaper men sail- 
ed from Dusseldorf at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning for a three hours' ex- 
cursion. The objective point was Dort- 
mund, about thirty-five miles 
from 


Dusseldorf, but a high head wind 
prevailed and an effort was made to 
reach Munster, a garrison town, so , 
that a landing might be made on the 
paraJe ground by the aid of the sol- | 
dlers. It was realized that it would i 
require a large number of them to 
hold the vast contrivance of silk and 
metal against the wind. 


Airship Drifted Violently. 


It was dangerous to 
attempt 
a 


landing in an open field because of 
the storm, as the metal was likely 
to pound to pieces. In the high wind 
one of the motors refused to work 
and the other two WPVP not powerful 


enough-'to-make any progress in the 
gale. 
The airship drifted, swaying 


in the violent gusts, sometimes lean- 
ing to an angle of 40 degrees and all 
the while the enginemen were at 
work repairing the disabled motor. 
When this was done all four screws 
were driven with their full power, 
under which, in normal conditions, the 
airship was capable of attaining a 
speed of forty miles an hour. -But the 
helmsman was unable to keep his 
course and the great craft was swung 
at the mercy of the winds. 


Fifty Mile Gale 'Blowing. 


Colesmann did not dare turn the 


ship around, for fear of overturning, 
and he decided to drift in the gale, 
which -was blowing at the rate of 
fifty miles an hour toward Osnebruck 
which also is a garrison station. If 
he missed that he would continue on 
to 'Sanneu. Suddenly he perceived a 
whirlwind coming, and ascended to a 
height of nearly 4,000 feet to avoid 
the worst of it. With the whirlwind 
came an avalanche of rain. After half 
an hour the Deutschland came down 
to permit of observations, and it was 
seen that the Touterburgian forest 
ay bel-ow. The forward motor again 
stopped and Colesmann sent five of 
the correspondents to the aft gondola 
to ballast the craft. 


The Deutschland sank rapidly, hav- 


ing lost much gas in the high alti- 
tudes, and drifted along the top of:
